Man of the Earth, and therefore gave birth to thar 
Poetical Fiction of Saturn and Rhea) fo Lamech 
feemsto Prophefy, that Noahand his Pofterity fhou'd 
make fuch improvement in the methods of Agri- 
culture, inthe Art of Husbandry ; fhou’d Invent 
fuch Proper Inftruments and Other Neceffaries for 
that Empioyments, as that the Fatigue, the Drudge- 
ry of Husbandmen fhou’d be abundantly Lefs, than 
it had been before. 7 | me 

Or the words may be a Prediction, that Noah 
fhoud Planta Vineyard. For fince Wine maketh Glad 
the heart of Man, fo what more proper than Wine 
Comfort Husbandmen in all the work and of 
their hands ? 
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If the word refpe%t the Curfing of the ground 
by an Univerfal Deluge ( tho’ this Conftruétion 
feems not to Us to be foalrogether natural) then it 
Neceffarily follows, that Noah is therefore foretold 
ro Comfort or Refrefh Mankind, becaufe defign’d 
to be the Reftorer of the Poft-Diluvian World.
